OME of the clergymen who meet in church parliaments 
evidently have odd notions as to what business they should 
look after. In the Anglican Synod in session at Montreal, 
Rev. D. Williams, Stratford, gave notice of a motion, which has 
since been gravely considered by the assembled clergymen, setting 
forth that the birth-rate in the Province of Ontario is, and has 
been for some years, abnormally low, being 20.7 per thousand of 
the population—lower even than the birth-rate in France. It 
also declares that the Synod views with anxiety this lowness of 
birth-rate and urges the Government to find out whether it is 
** due to defective registration or other and more serious causes.’ 
This is a rather delicate subject, but if the Government finds 
out that it is not due to defective registration, will the reverend 
gentleman and his committee tell the Synod and the public 
what he proposes to do about it? How would it do to agitate 

for a law making marriage and child-bearing compulsory ? |

A much more sensible proposal, and one which found general 
support in the Synod, outlines an improvement in the teaching 
done in Sunday schools. Recognizing the improbability of in- | 
troducing further religious teaching into the Public schoo! | 
system, all Protestant clergymen might with good results 
devote themselves to the improvement and extension of Sunday 
schools. It is doubtful, however, if they will ever reach a high 
standard of efficiency until a paid manager or superintendent is 
employed. Take, for instance, the Anglican, Presbyterian, 
Methodist or Baptist Sunday schools of Toronto, do they— 
though their mission is held by the churches to be much more 
important than secular education—compare either in teachers 
or in management with the day schools? Each of the bodies 
named is strong enough to employ a first-class superintendent | 
to look after all the city schools of the denomination, and 
the burden would not be heavy if a thoroughly ex- | 
perienced teacher were paid to conduct each school. 
There is as good a reason for paying the manager of the 
Sunday school as there is for paying the pastor of the church, 
for one is as thoroughly a spiritual affair as the other. No one 
is permitted to teach in a Public school who has not obtained a 
certificate of qualification and received instruction in the art of 
teaching at a normal or model school. Why, then, should 
young people who seldom know much of religion and often 
nothing of teaching or disciplining a class, be entrusted with the 
imparting of a knowledge of sacred things? If, as the Synod 
holds, it is so desirable that religion should be taught in the day 
schools, it is certainly still more desirable that it should be 
properly taught in the Sunday schools, That it is properly 
taught or that anything is properly taught in the majority of | 
the Sunday schools is extremely doubtful. Moreover, a lack of 
appreciation of the instruction of children in religious matters is | 
plainly shown by the carelessness and slipshod management of 
the Sunday schools, and it cannot be hidden by the unctuous | 
utterances of clergymen who demand that the Public school | 
teachers, irreligious though they may be, shall do properly that 
which is improperly done or left undone by the so-called religious | 
people themselves. Before further demands are made for reli- 
gious teaching in the Public schools every denomination favoring | 
such a change shou!d jrove that it means something besides 
shirking its own proper task.

This can be proven by hiving Sunday schools which mean 
something more than congregating the children together to hear | 
a couple of prayers, sing tw» or three hymns, read or recite a 
few verses of Scripture, and after a noisy session scamper home. 
The accommodation provided is very often entirely unsuitable ; 
the maps and materials to be used in teaching are either absent 
or utterly inadequate, the discipline lax, and indeed the power 
to punish an unruly child without expulsion almost entirely 
withheld. Many of the teachers take a class for the “ fun of 
the thing ;” it is not unusual for superintendents to be lacking 
in both piety and ability to teach or procure or direct good teach 
ing. But all these deficiencies have been recognized and per- 
mitted to exist year after year, while many of the ministers, 
instead of devoting their energies in reforming the Sunday | 
schools, have satisfied their consciences and their congregations 
by occasionally clamoring for religion to be taught in the Public 
schools.

There would be no complaint from the taxpayers if the build 
ings used for the day schools were used on Sundays by the 
religious denominations, singly or in unison, for the purpose of 
teaching religion and helping the ignorant, whether old or 
young, to learn to read the Sacred Book for themselves. If the 
denominations united they could employ tirst-class teachers for 
a trifle—indeed, many professional and business men who have 
been teachers would volunteer two or three hours’ service for 
the work if Sunday schools were to be taken seriously—and in 
this way intelligent and approved methods would be employed | 
in instilling into the youthful mind the necessary knowledge of | 
the Bible, sacred history and the moral law. Instead of drag: | 
ging children to church to hear sermons that they do not under 
stand, they might be :ent to such schools with the very best | 
results. Now that the Synod has taken the matter up, other | 
churches ip. their great gatherings should consider it a'so and 
see if they can excuse themselves for their inexcusable neglect in | 
providing proper Sunday school facilities. It is useless to ery 
out that such Sunday schools as I have outlined would be too 
much trouble; to Christians there cannot be too much trouble 
when souls are concerned and youthful education in sacred 
matters is to be imparted, Perhaps if more money were spent 
on starting the children right, less would have to be expended | 
on inducing people to act properly later in their lives; and if 
children were gathered together on Sundays to hear simple lec 
tures from the professors in the colleges and learned men of the 
church, they would soo.er recognize their responsibility to their 
Maker and to one another.

It is evident that the Churchman is not afraid to speak 
its mind, and it is to be deplored that there is so little sensible 
thinking and honest speaking on this important question. The 
hysteria of well-meaning but unthinking people makes argument 
impossible, for when one endeavors to point out that Prohibition 
will not prohibit, that it is unnatural and impracticable, he is 
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restraint. no good ; 
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immediately set upon by the excited advocates of repression, 
denounced as a wine-bibber, the hireling of distillers and 
brewers, and told to reflect how terribly agonized he wil! be if 
one of his own family should take to drink, or is exhorted to 
contemplate the excruciating remorse he will feel on his death- 
bed when visions of the countless drunkards his vote or opinion 


has made, torment his closing eyes. Of course such things do not | 


constitute an argument nor an answer to an argument, yet they 
have great influence in exciting certain classes of people intoa 
state of ephemeral zeal. It was such appeals that carried the 
Seott Act; it was hard common sense which caused the repeal 
of the ineffectual act, for in no case has it been urged by 
the Prohibitionists that between the passing and the repeal 
of the Scott Act did public opinion suffer any real falling 
away from the standard which existed before the Act 
was tried. If, then, the same people who _ carried 
the Scott Act and other local option laws in various localities 
repealed them at their earliest opportunity, and the public 
standard of morality was not lowered in the meantime, we find 
that common sense had ultimately to triumph. If, however, 
public sentiment was lowered in the meantime in the Scott Act 
counties, it was lowered during the existence of a repressive act 
which had been expected to improve public morals. Any way 
we look at this much distorted question we find those opposed 
to Prohibition looking at the matter either from the self-inter 
ested standpoint as in the case of those engaged in the tratftic, 
or ina purely disinterested way as in the case of those who are 
firmly convinced that Prohibition will do harm instead of good. 
Those who are in favor of Prohibition have done more or less 
good. Those who have been moderate in their expressions, 
energetic in their teachings and upright in their example have 
done great good. Those who have been violent may have done 
good in some cases, and harm in many instances where they 
have driven people who would like to see everyone temperate, 
into viewing the whole movement with contempt. If all the 
energy and money which are being devoted to an attempt to 
force Prohibition on the country were expended in an educa- 
tional effort, great good no doubt would be done, for it is 
education, not legislation, which must ultimately be relied upon 
to bring about the practical extinction of the evil. 
- ; . 

The forecasts of the result which seem to be most accurate 
suggest that there will not at best be more than thirty-five per 
cent. of the total possible vote polled, and of this vote about 
twenty per cent. will be for Prohibition and about fifteen per 
cent. opposed. Taking thi. as a basis of calculation, there 
would be eighty per cent. of the people of Canada either so 
strongly opposed tv Prohibition as to go out and vote against it 
or too indifferent to take any trouble in the matter. Would, 
then, the Government be justified in passing a prohibitory law 
arbitrarily inflicting the will of the twenty per cent. upon the 
eighty per cent. of voters? Certainly not. Indeed, I am of the 
opinion that if an actual majority of five or ten per cent. of all 
the voters entitled to deposit a ballot were polled in favor of 
Prohibition, and thirty-five or forty per cent. were polled 
against it, it would not indicate a condition of public opinion 
which would make it possible to enforce the law. But with 
ynly twenty per cent. of the electorate favoring the law, and 
this twenty per cent. worked up to an ephemeral fever heat by 
unreasoning and in many cases unreasonable appeals, it would 
be preposterous for a government to think for a moment of 
crystallizing such an expression of a small minority of the 
electorate into a law which under any circumstances would be 
lifticult to enforce, but when surrounded by such conditions 
could be nothing but & stupendous farce, destructive alike of

Sherbourne street Methodist church, gave 
an organ recital in the Central Methodist 
Church, St. Thomas, on Wednesday even- 


ing of last week, the occasion being the | 
opening of a very effective two-manual 


organ erected by the firm of Lye & Sons. 


There was a large audience present, and | 


Mr. Blakeley’s selections created a very 
favorable impression. St. Thomas has 
always been partial to organ music, not- 
withstanding the regular visits to that 
city of a London musician to whom the 
mention of an organ recital produces the 
same effect as the proverbial red rag ex 
ercises upon a turkey. This particular 
musician, should he by chance run across 
any unfortunate imported organist w ho is 
to preside at an organ recital, plumps un- 
ceremoniously into the matter of organ- 
music, its assumed lack of rhythm and 
generally inartistic tendencies. He can- 
not make it clear to himself why Bach, 
Handel, Mendelssohn, Schumann, St. 
Saens, Guilmant, Liszt and other great 
composers ever wrote music for the ‘‘king 
of instruments,” and will tell you that he 
(the great man from London) settled the 
matter to his own satisfaction two scores 
of years ago that organs should be con- 
verted into kindling and all organists, 
metaphorically speaking, throttled. It 
was Mr. Blakeley’s fortune to meet the 
aforesaid critic of organs and organists, 
and the organist of Sherbourne street may 
thank his lucky stars that he is alive to 
tell the tale. Some years ago, in the salad 
days of the writer of this column, when 
he was gaining experience as an organist 
at the expense of the good-natured citizens 
of St. Thomas, the London gentleman 
mentioned above occupied, for a few short 
months only, be it understood, a position 
as organist of the leading Presbyterian 
church of the Railway City. ‘Tis true the 
organ he played upon was but % reed 
organ, the church making use of a small 
instrument while a pipe organ was 
being manufactured for it. For some un- 
accountable reason our friend found the 
intricacies of the reed organ rather be- 
wildering. Whilst he was droning out 
some profound works on his three sets of 
reeds an assistant would at pre-arranged 
signals manipulate the half-dozen draw 
stops of the organ. much to the amuse- 
ment of the knowing ones of the congre 
gation. His graduation from the reed to 
the pipe-organ was not of that brilliant 
character calculated to set Kettle Creek 
on fire. Since that time the air has been 
blue in the region of country about St. 
Thomas and London whenever pipe- 
organs are mentioned in the presence of 
this erstwhile organist, and as he grows 
older he appears to be growing more 
ferocious. At one time he was bandmas- 
ter of a local brass band, and doubtless 
his peculiar notions of “rhythm” and 
‘‘emphasis” and similar fol-de-rol, 
influenced by the incessant banging of the 
bass drum and the cymbuls of the artistic 
conglomeration which played under his 
baton for some years. At all events the 
absence of percussion effects in pipe- 
organs is a trial to his nerves, and if he 
had his own say the pipe-organ industry 
of this and all other countries would soon 
be a matter of past history, not a live 
breathing reality.
